ficers in the state, was compelled to 
kill Walter Grimes, a young white 
man, 22 years of age near High 
Bridge late last week. Detective Wal- 
lin is stationed at Danville, and the 
Advocate of that city tells thO' 
lowing story of the affair: 

During the past month thirty 
freight cars have been broken into at 
the siding beyond High Bridge where 
freight trains and passenger trains 
■leeU In tiie past week three ears 
have been robbed. Freight trains take 
the siding to wait for passenger trains 
to pass. While the trains w;iit at night 
they are robbed. Detective Wallin of 
the Queen & Crescent Route was dis- 
patched to the scene and laid in wait 
when a freight pulled into the ridbig 
to let the Blue Grass Special pais. 
Wallin was assisted by the crew on 
the frMght train in keeping a look- 
out. The train had hardly stopped 
when two men broke into the car 
and began taking out goods. They 
were let alone until they had unload- 
ed a considerable quantity of freight 
when Detective Wallin moved to a 
point near the' men and demanded 
that they throw up their hands and 
surrender. No sooner th-it Wallin 
had spoken the words the man near- 
est to him lesponded with a pistol 
shot, the bullet grazing Wallin'-, 
head. Wallin returned the fire and 
hit the man squarely in the head. He 
dropped to the ground aad died in- 
stantly. An investigatioa proved that 
the dead man was Walter Grimes, 
who lived in the vicinity of the trag 
edy. Detective Wallin had a remark- 
ably narrow escape. The man who 
was with Grimes escaped. Mr. Wallin 
came to Danville and telephoned to 
the sheriff at Nicholasville and told 
him of the circumstances of the kill- 
ing and surrendered. He went to Nich 
olasville F'riday, where the inquest 
and examining trial was held. Mr. 
Wallin was entirely justified in kill- 
ink Grimes, judging by what residents 
of High Bridge say, as well as others 
who witnessed the tragedy. Robbery 
has been heavy around High Bridge 
recently and it is thought that it wdl 
now be broken up. 

The examining trial of Mr. Wallin 
will be held at Niehfrfasville next 
Thursday morning.

General News Notes. 

Appeals have been made to Ru.s- 

sian commanders at Tiflis by British 
and American consuls at Tabriz, Per- 
sia, to protect imperiled American 
missionaries and Christian natives in 
Uruniian and vicinty from Turkish 
outragoa. Assurances haye come from 
the Turkidi Goverment tliat steps will 
be taken to protect the missionaries. 

Republican strength for the presi- 
dential nomination seems to have 
gone over to Elihu Root in the past 
few weeks, with a strong undercur- 
rent of the party still solidly behind 
Justice Hughes of the Supreme 
Court. 

R. W. Marcell, reputed to be a 
Louisville detective representing Gov. 
McCreary in a probe of alleged 
"night-riding" outrages in Hopkins 
county, was fined $75 at Madison- 
ville on a warrant charging breach of 
the peace. 

Col. Eph. T. Lillard, of Frankfort, 
has filed suit for $50,000 damages 
against the publishers of the New 
York World on account of an article 
pobKahed Feb. 18 in ^iMlfeb the colo- 
nel's name was conttsr^ed with that of 
the Danville man who suicided. 

Two banks at Stroud, Okla., were 
robbect by a band of bandits, two of 
whom were captured. The other five 
are believed to have gotten away in 
safety after mooting a farmer who 
resisted. 

Affirming the Powell Circuit Court 
the Court of AppeaU held that a rail- 
road is acting within its rights when 
it charges a higher rate when the fare 
is collected on the train than when a 
ticket is bought.

Billy Sunday's campaign in Phila- 
delphia has ended after eleven weeks 
of very strenuous preaching, with to- 
tal of 43,000 conversions claimed by 
the evangelist's friends. It is estimat- 
ed that it cost the people of that city 
in contributions, car fare, extra 
meals and hymnals about $300,000—- 
or almost $7 pe^ convert. That is 
cheap enough. It is far less than is 
paid ordinarily for the saving of 
souls. The question of whether the 
Sunday converts "stick" depends of 
course on whether or not their deter- 
mination is to remain Christians af- 
ter the emotional effect of the evan- 
g;elist's exceedingly emotional preach- 
ing wears off. Philadeiphai it.self is 
not satisfied that this sort of cam- 
paigning is best in the long run, and 
in a number of other cities there is a 
difference of opinion as to whether 
it alionid be encouw ^ ^. Whatever 
may be the permanent results of the 
revival, it was in some respects the 
most remarkable ever held in this 
country, largely because of the un- 
usual publicity given it. The total at- 
tendance at the tabernacle is said to 
have been 1,700,000, and the Phila- 
delphia newspapers devoted columns 
every day, and some days as much as 
two pages to descriptions of the 
meetings and extracts from the ser- 
mons.

Large sales of young, unbroken 
horses to the United States War De- 
partment reported, tu- adding to the 
activity of Kansas City stockmen, 
who are said to have saf^lied agents 
of belligerent countries since Septem- 
ber 1 with fiO.OOO horses and mules, 
values at .$12,000,000. and endeavor- 
ing to supply the French government 
with an additional 2«,000 head, A 
Belgian contract for 20,4N>0 anOBals 
is pending it is asserted. 

If the exportation of wheat and 
floui- from the United States contin- 
ues at the rate nrevailing during the 
la.st eight months the surplus in this 
country will be wiped out before June 
1. This fact is presented in figures 
made public by the Department of< 
Agriculture at Wariiington eariy 
this week. Instead of carrying a sur- 
plus of 76,000,000 bushels into the 
new year beginning July 1, as was 
done la.st year, the United States will 
find itself without any surplus what- 
ever more than a month before the 
new year bq^ins. 

On March 1 this year the stock of 
wheat in the United Suites was 21,- 
000,000 bushels less than last year. 
This shortage embraces an actual 
diminution of 14,000,000 bushels in 
supply, an additional 5,000,000 bush- 
els needed for seeding and 2,^00,000 
bushels which it is calculated, is re- 
quired to meet the demands of the 
normal increase in population. 

On March 1 tnere was, in other 
words, a stock of 91,000.000 bushels 
to care for exportation during four 
months and surplus to be earned in- 
to the next year. 

During the last eight months 245,- 
433,000 bushels of wheat and flour 
have been exported. During the en- 



tire year from July. 1913 to July, 
1914^ the exports were 145,591,632 
bushels. 

The exports in December, 1914, ex- 
ceeded 37,000,000 bushels, in Febru- 
ary 1915, 35,500,000 bushels and dur- 
ing no month since July 1914, has the 
outgo fallen htkm 26,000,000 bai^ 
els. 

The average exports during the 

first nine weeks this year were nearly 
8,000,000 bushels a week. Twelve 
weeks of such traffic, beginning 
March 1, will more than wipe out the 
stock of wheat, as estimated Jbif the 
Department of Agriculture. 

The seriousness of the situation 
may be partly mitigated, in the opin- 
ion of the department, by the fact 
that wheat acreage Tias been greatly 
increased in the South, and that crop 
it is expected, will be harvested and 
placed on the market prior to Julyl. 
The department, nevertheless, per- 
mits itself the conservative statement 
that "it does not appear that expor- 
tations at the same rate as during 
January and February can continue 
during the entire period (until July) 
without encroaching upon normal do- 
mestic requirements." 

It was only a short time ago that 
the Secretary of Agriculture, moved 
to make a statement by predictions 
made in Congress, declared that the 
stock of wheat in the United Slates 
was quite ample to permit the con- 
tinued exportation of wheat in large 
volume without endangering domestic 
supplies.
